2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-48 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over WO 0 171042 (PE Corporation). The claims are 
drawn to a method of identifying a compound that modulates ligand binding to two Drosophila GPCR's. The claims lack an inventive 
step because the U42 reference teaches methods of identification of small molecule modulators which bind and modulate Drosophila 
proteins.
